In student newspapers of several American Catholic col- 
leges and universities, there have appeared this year editor- 
ials calling for either the abolishment or altering of compul- 
sory retreat programs. Students in general are reacting against 
the type of retreat that has them playing the passive role, 
participating in little or no discussion of problems outside of 
the confessional. Moreover, students realize that they cannot 
be forced to “make a good retreat” through a compulsory pro- 
gram. A good retreat must be a voluntary one. 

While recent retreats at Saint Joseph’s have not been 
really compulsory, they have nevertheless placed the students 
in an inactive role. The student merely listens to the preach- 
ing, never discussing an issue or particular problem with the 
retreat master or other students. 

This year under the college’s chaplain, Father Leonard 
Kostka, c.pp.s., the retreat program has taken on a new and 
welcomed look (see page one). Students will now have an 
active participation in the program and an opportunity to dis- 
cuss openly some of the real problems affecting them. 

Other Catholic campuses have been asking for a retreat 
program such as this, and a few, including Saint Joseph’s, 
have been granted it. Now, more than before, the general 
success or failure of the retreat depends on the students. RBL

For The Saint Joseph's Grotto Area 


The Soviet Union has squelched almost every form of 
free expression which criticizes or contradicts the Soviet way 
of life. Last week two Russian authors received sentences of

five and seven years imprisonment for writings deemed detri- 
mental to the government which were smuggled to the West. 
Americans take this lack of freedom for granted, as easily as 
they assume that freedom of speech, including the freedom 
of the press, to be inalienable rights. It sometimes seems that 
it is only the realization of the war in Vietnam or the tension 
of a nuclear crisis which upsets contemporary, complacent 
Americans. 

It is unfortunate that free expression is so often ignored 
by Americans; it is especially unfortunate that so many young 
Americans are unresponsive to the challenge of controversies. 
How often are the policies of the government questioned, and 
how often are those questioning the policies, of the govern- 
ment labeled radicals, leftist or right? Seldom do Americans 
allow themselves and their neighbors to exercise the right 
which they cherish in word. 

The conformity of society demands that everyone follow, 
not question, the moral, cultural, and political standards of 
the majority. The citizens of our country must recogUize the 
challenge the world is making that they, every citizen, guide 
the country by their influential criticism of the status quo. 
Questioning the policies of the government is a healthy exer- 
cise of constitutional rights incorporating the individual into 
the process of national policy making; furthermore, and most
